So far their splitting activities and feactionary alli- 
ances have been endorsed by only one organization—the 
Stenographers Union, a handful of workers still under the 
domination of William Green’s “eee representative,” 


Meyer Lewis. 


All other trade union and Farmer-Lahor organizations 
acting to date have condemned the rump convention or- 
ganized by the Trotzkyites and labor racketeers. ‘These 
groups have endorsed the regular Farmer-Labor Party con- 
vention and its list of candidates headed by Kenneth Hay- 


craft for mayor. 


Of the unions, three of the most powerful—the Build- 
ing Laborers, Painters, and Garment Workers—have en- 
dorsed Hayeraft and denounced the rumpers.

Sit-down strikes have become a national political is- 
sue. President Roosevelt is calling a conference of Con- 
gressional leaders for this week-end to discuss the ques- 
tion. In the Senate and House members are standing up 
and issuing dire warnings that anarchy, dictatorship, 
treason and whatnot are in the air, and calling for action 
against sit-down strikes. 

Under cover of concern about the rights of property, 
these Congressional saviors of the country are doing what 
they have been itching to do for a long time: taking a 
sock at the right to strike. 

Representative Dies of Texas, for example, has just introduced a 
resolution denouncing sit-down strikes and calling for an investigation. 
Dies declared that “public sentiment is beginning to revolt against 
the spirit of lawlessness and mob violence,” and described organizers 
of sit-down strikes as “lending aid and comfort to the enemies of 
democracy.” 

It is something new for Congressman Dies to be so concerned 
about democracy. His chief concern up to the present has been with 
sponsoring bills to hound foreign-born workers who dared to stand up 
for democracy in this country. He has, in fact, been one of the most 
faithful stooges of the chief enemy of American democracy: William 
Randolph Hearst. 

The democracy of Dies seems to be of a piece with the American- 
ism of Senator Ellender of Louisiana, who last Friday denounced John 
L. Lewis as “a traitor to American ideals and a menace to the peace

Cadillac Square, Detroit, March 23, 1937! 
That is a place and date that will long be 
remembered by the American working peo- 
ple. 

The tramp of the feet of 150,000 union 
men and women was heard for the first time 
in the Open Shop’s one-time capital. The 
throats of these 150,000 shouted to their 
fellow-workers within the Chrysler plant: 
“Stay in! We are with you until victory!”

Congress moved with machine precision and 
speed to pass a so-called neutrality resolu- 
tion against the legitimate government of 
Spain, an instrument that was accepted by 
Genéral Franco as thankfully as he receives 
aid from Mussolini. 


Now the situation is clearly more peril- 
ous for world peace. Mussolini’s legions 
have not only taken part in battles against 
the Spanish people, but the Black - shirted 
dictator has threatened war — war against 
Spain—war that can become a world: war.

President Roosevelt, when told by Mar- 
riner S. Eccles, chairman of the Federal Re- 
serve Board, that “to balance the budget” 
taxes must be increased, was reluctant to 
present such a program to Congress.

These gentlemen in the Treasury in Wash- 
ington, therefore, saw where they could bal- 
ance the budget on the precarious basis of 
cutting down relief, and other such ex- 
penditures, and hoping for a windfall from 
the rich without increasing their taxes. 

Naturally, the rich are not so ready to 

part with their great gains. They know 
how to juggle tax returns; how to hide their 
profits, and how to get away with murder 
so far as tax payments are concerned.
